ment will not pursue the subject fur- 
ther. He object is gained of causing 
the neglected invitations to be ac- 
knowledged and put on record." 


A Violent Sensation 


Was produced in Honolulu among both 
jrarties by the disclosures of the 
•Queen's attitude made in Minister 
Willis' dispatch No 3, which was re- 
ceived by mail. The announcement 
of her desire to "behead" the leaders 
of the uprising against her was a 
severe shock to both parties. A simi- 
lar feeling was produced by her in- 
eisting on deporting the children of 
her enemies. The royalists are a unit 
in expressing condemnation of such 
extreme views, and are disappointed 
that she should have thus responded 
to President Cleveland's request for 
clemency. 
denounced ae "Dyaka" and "Head- 
Huntora." 


The Star at once denounced the roy- 


alist* as "dyaka" and "Head-Hunters." 
The latter retorted on the annexation- 
iete with various violent expressions 
alleged to have been made by them, 
especially the alleged conspiracy last 
July to assassinate the queen, Bpreck- 
els and Blount, as recorded on the 
noted cane. Thinking men of both 
parties seem to be agreed that the ex- 
trem* views officially expressed by the 
queen to Mr. Willis do not at all reflect 
the aentinieataaf either her native or 
foreign adheitgats. 


•ade .HaiB'dp.Ej.tteizielr Unpopular. 
It 1s quite ettfttfri that their publica- 


tion has made '-ier extremely unpopular 
among her own party. The pure Ha- 
waiians especially have a strong dis- 
like of sanguinary proceedings, and are 
deeply displeased with the queen for 
insisting on such a thing. In an inter- 
view with a very intelligent royalist 
lie said that tnese utterances of the 
queen had put her restoration entirely 
out of the question. He believed that 
a compromise might be hoped for on 
Kuinlani. 


On the other hand, the anger caused 


by the queen's language has intensified 
the feeling of the provisionalists 
against her. 


A Situation ot a Different Sort 


Was produced by a list shown to Mr. 
Willis by «x-Marshal Wilson of the 
oersous selected to advise and assist in 
carrying out the severe measures pro- 
posed by him to crush out the other 
party.

CONGRESSMAN WILSON SICK. 


He ta Confident of the Passage of His 


Bill and that It Will Prove 


& Blessing-. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo, Feb. 11 —Con- 


gressman Wilson, of West Virginia, 
did not epeak here last night nor did 
he partake of the very handsome ban- 
quet provided at the Midland hotel by 
local democrats. A tremendous audi- 
ence was disappointed in consequence. 


At 7 o'clock last night Dr. Porter, a 


local physician, positively forbade Mr. 
Wilson to leave his room. His physical 
condition was such, the doctor said, to 
venture out would be exceedingly 
dangerous. 


Mr. Wilson, accompanied by his wife 


and youngest daughter and Congress- 
man John C. Tarsney, arrived at the 
Union depot over the Santa Fe rail- 
way from Chicago at 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Mr. Wilson was quite 
sick, and it was against his physicians' 
advice that he made the journey to 
this city. 


Immediately after breakfast Mr. Wil- 


son went to bed, where he remained 
until noon. From 4 to <5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon he held a reception 
at the Coates hotel. There were many 
callers. 


Mr. Wilson is enthusiastic over the 


passage of his bill. He predicts that 
great benefits will result from its en- 
actment into a law. He says every 
congressional district in West Virginia 
will be democratic after the next elec- 
tion. The Wilson bill will pass the 
senate by a comfortable majority, he 
thinks. He is not so sanguine con- 
cerning the passage of the income tax 
measure. He expects considerable op- 
position to it in the senate and so 
will not venture to prophecy its fate.

It said: "At- 
tempts have 'been made on land re- 
cently to help the insurgent fleet, but 
they have collapsed, as the names" of 
the plotters were betrayed to the gov- 
ernment, and the leaders of the con- 
spiracy were arrested. 
Among the 


prisoners are twenty officers, two of 
them generals. 


"Reports of insurgent movements in 


the south are contradictory. It is re- 
ported that the insurgents are still 
pushing across the Sao Paulo frontier. 
Although the large army long expected 
to reinforce the insurgent fleet has not 
appeared, Admiral da Gama has gained 
strength recently. Many men have 
joined the fleet and abundant supplies 
have reached him from the near-by 
country. It is said that on Monday 
some seventy men entered the insur- 
gent naval service. The government 
is about to transfer troops to Rio 
Janeiro from Nictheroy and strengthen 
its forces in the south in Sao Paulo, 
but there is no sign of its taking the 
offensive. Its war ships are still at 
Bahia. Commander Niemeyer, of the 
cruiser Nictheroy, has resigned. The 
insurgent fleet has ceased interfering 
with 
foreign merchantmen, and a 


small amount of commerce is car- 
ried on. 


"Peixoto will not be a candidate for 


the presidency in the elections to be 
held on March 1, when not only presi- 
dent and vice-president but also sena- 
ators and deputies will be chosen.

Accompanied by Two Thousand Mem- 


bers of the American Protective 


Association, and Maintain the 


Right of Free Speech. 


MILWAUKEE, Feb. 12.—If Walter 


Sims, the A. P. A. lecturer, carries out 
the threat he made last night, the soil 
at Kankauna, Wie., will be stained 
with the blood of Catholics and mem- 
bers of the American Protective asso- 
ciation soon after March 1. Mr. 81ms 
announced that he will goto Kankauna 
next month with a bodyguard of 8,000 
A. P. A. men—1,000 from Milwaukee 
and 1,000 from Oahkbsh. Each man 
will carry a gun, and it will probably 
take several regiments of the national 
guard and a dozen galling guns to 
prevennt a pitched battle. 


Mr. Sims was seen last night at the 


Plank in ton house and he talked freely: 


"I notice that Gov. Peck says he 


can't order out the militia to protect 
me" said Mr. Sims. "Well, I intend to 
inform the governor that soon after 
March 1 I am going to Kaukauna 
again. I have no confidence in either 
;he municipality of county officials 
at that place and will ask the chief 
executive of the state to see that I am 
protected by the military. When I go 
;o Kaukauna, I will fee accompanied 
by 2,000 of my friends of Milwaukee 
and Oshkosh. They will not go there 
with the intention of injuring anyone, 
but will make a demonstration for free 
speech." 


Sims delivered an address last night 


before a big crowd of A. P. A. men at 
Liberty hall. His subject was: "How 
the Laws are Ignored in Wisconsin." 


He dwelt upon his experiences in 


Kaukauna, and said free speech would 
be protected if blood had to be shed. 
He said he was surprised to see how 
many people were willing to lay down 
their lives in defense of the princi- 
ples he represented. 
He said 
the 


outlook was ominous; talked about 
the right of the 
people to bear 


arms, and said he had been called a 
second John Brown. His allusions to 
trouble were vigorously applauded. 
He said he was prepared to die in the 
cause of A. P. A. doctrines and thai 
his wife would rather see his dead 
body than to learn that he ran away 
from a mob. Sims will speak at Mor- 
rill, Wis., to-night. From there he 
goes to St. Louis and Louisville. He 
will not appear in Wisconsin after to- 
night until he returns to speak at 
Kaukauna.

Astonishlnely Suooe«»ful Experiments— 


A Giant Rival for the Ball monopoly. 
NEW YOBK, Feb. 11.—Tests of a new 


magneto telephone were made between 
New York and Chicago last evening in 
the presence of representatives of the 
Western Telephone Construction Co. 
and officials of the several telegraph 
and telephone companies. Connection 
was made with the Chicago lor.f, -dis- 
tance line through a Wall-street office, 
and an office in the Monadnock block, 
Chicago, at which latter point a large 
number of persons interested in the 
telephone situation were assembled. 
The present Bell telephone and the 
new magneto telephone were used al- 
ternately and the results were aston- 
ishingly in favor of the latter. The 
instruments of the new telephone 
showed remarkable clearness in talk- 
ing. 
A number of experts in tele- 


phony who were present pronounced 
the results obtained from the magneto 
Instrument to be highly satisfactory 
and prophecied that it would displace 
the old form entirely. 
The new magneto telephone is con- 


trolled by the Western Telephone Con- 
struction Co., Chicago, which was 
started in opposition to the Bell com- 
pany a year ago, and has already at- 
tained giant proportions. This com- 
pany is at present putting in tele- 
phones in a number of western cities, 
including Racine, Osbkosh, Sheboygan 
and Madison, Wis.; Albert Lea, Minn.; 
Hertford, Ind. and has had a telephone 
exchange in operation at La Porte, 
Ind., for the past year. 


The exchange apparatus of the new 


telephone involves a new principle of 
operation, bcinR automatic, so that the 
central office operating service is done 
away with. Eacji telephone user, by 
the touch of a button automatically 
connects his line with any other line 
in the system without calling up Cen- 
tral. 
The president of the new company 


Mr. J. B. Keelyn, has closed arrange- 
ments for the extensive use of these 
telephones by some large telegraph 
companies.

ought to be Bethanies—that is, stopping 
places for Christ. When he is in the 
borne with his soothing influences and 
bis consoling power and bis inspiring 
hopes, there ie peace and joy and eon- 
tentnent. No "skeleton in the closet" 
of snob a borne. 


Three things—amjability, contentment, 


devotion—are essential to a model home; 
these are always found where Christ 
dwells. 


Home, this divine and oldest o' all in- 


stitutions, baa thrown abaut it the most 
solemn and impressive sanctions, but it 
needs, aye, most have, tbe earnest co- 
operation of its members, to make it 
what God has intended—to have it meet 
tbe full meaning of the old song: 


"Home, borne, «weet borne; 


Be It ever io bumble. 


Tbere Is no plaoe like borne." 


That society has its claims upon us,

The chances are that the vacancy will be 
filled by the election of a Republican by 
a larger plurality than was given Mo- 
Emley because the people have had more 
experience with a Democratic adminis- 
tration than they had at the time MoEin- 
ley was elected governor. 


Tbe tarty to Paper. 


We have given onr readers several ex- 


tracts from the logical paper read by 
Gen P. 0. days, of the Johet Repub- 
lican, at the late Republican editorial 
association meeting at Feoria, on the 


il e Party to Paper, and the 


Paper to Party." The extracts hereto- 
fore published, concerned only the duty 
of the paper to th» party.

ing belongs to the other side of the quee- 
tione, and points out some of the duties 
of the party to the paper:

Ae things are to-day there is no on« 


connected with the party who giv*a i • 
moth time, labor and money to advance 
the party'* interests aa dots the new*. 
paper man, and them » no one who gets 
BO little for it. Bat this should not be 
so. The laborer is always worthy of his 
hire, even when he works, for the party, 
provided always that he does good work, 
To* party paper should always be sup- 
ported *nd s&onld be supported well. 
This rapport should be given both in • 
pwmoMrj and in a moral way. A word 
ot enopnragement and praise helps the 
newspaperman wonderfully sometimee, 
and I never knew one yet who was at all 
spoiled by it. If a pap** flghte the bat- 
ties ot a party, the party members should 
see to it that the paper is so supported 
that its editor can live and live well. 


It is a sad fact that many people who 


are strong partiaana never think that 
they owe anything to their party paper. 
There are many who never even think of 
subscribing for the paper. 
They will 


take • pity paper and pay for it, but will 
let their party paper get along aa best it 
can without any of tneir help. 
Others 


may take the paper and pnyforit, but 
further than that they never go. If they 
have • bit ot job work to be done they 
will take it to some other office, thus 
Blighting the paper which is constantly 
working for them and their party.
